Nice rig but on high power it runs 100W and 
at low power 10W. There is an internal switch to drop those numbers to 


50W and 5W but that's to close for comfort. 


There is an external ALC jack on the back with a voltage from 0 to -3V 
DC. This is an RCA plug. I have no other information on it. 


I believe by delivering from 0 to -3 V to this plug I can reduce the 


power (probably down real close to 0 Watts out. Problem is how is it 
wired?

Well, gave the foxhunt a try for the first time last night. Enjoyed the 
listening practice it gave me, didn't have any luck at catching the fox 
though! Some revelations that came to me after the first hunt: 


7.046 is REALLY close to 7.0475 (W1AW code practice) when using a 
Century 21 (direct conversion rx) 


Never use a new keyer for the first time when trying to get noticed. 
You might get noticed, but probably not in the way you're wanting to 
be! ;-) 


It's nearly impossible to zero-beat a signal by making it disappear 
when there are SO many signals on top of each other. (Some explanation 
may be due, the T-T Century 21 is zeroed by pressing a button & tuning 
the received signal so that it goes down in tone until it disappears) 


ALWAYS post the note from the Fox beside the operation position, that 
way you remember where all the action is. I spent time before the hunt 
at 14.040, remembered the hunt was to be on 40 meters & switched 
everything over only to find nothing major going on! Another 15 min. of 
searching through the piles of paper stashed here & there and it was up 
to 7.046 where the raucous caucus was! 


It's amazing how many signals can fit in a 500 Hz filter's bandwidth, 
especially in a DC rx! 
Things to do before the next hunt: 
Play around with the 670 keyer & try to get the feel of it. If no luck 
there, rig up a cable to allow me to use the Vibrokeyer through it. If 
that still doesn't get it, I guess I'll have to get the bug put back 
together or use the straight key. That little plastic paddle sticking out 


of the 670 sure feels strange compared to a Vibroplex! 


Try hooking up an external filter to try to get rid of the W1AW broadcast 
interference (as well as the other broadcast stations! ) 


If that doesn't work, tweak the min. power on my IC-735 so that I can use 
it QRP (need to do that anyway!) instead of using my son's radio. 

If all goes well, maybe next time we'll get that sly fox!

> 

> The ozone level fell to 90 Dobson units on Sept. 30, 
>1998. This nearly equals the lowest value ever recorded of 
>88 Dobson Units seen on Sept. 28, 1994, over Antarctica. 

> 

> Scientists are not concerned that the hole might be 
>growing because they know it is a direct result of unusually 
>cold stratospheric temperatures, though they do not know why 
>it is colder this year. The decrease in ozone, however, 
>could result in more acute solar or ultraviolet radiation 
>exposure in southern Chile and Argentina if the ozone hole 
>were to pass over that region. One of the primary concerns 
>with an ozone hole of this size is that as the hole "breaks 
>up," the ozone-depleted air will diffuse and reduce the 


>overall ozone levels in the mid-latitudes of the southern 


>hemisphere. 
> 
> These ozone losses are caused by chlorine and bromine 


>compounds released by chlorofluorocarbons (CFCs) and halons. 
>Year-to-year variations of size and depth of the ozone hole 
>depend on the variations in meteorological conditions. 
>Scientists believe that the decrease in Antarctic ozone is 
>attributed to unusually cold (by 5-9 degrees Fahrenheit) 
>temperatures in the southern middle and polar latitudes. 
>"This year was colder than normal and therefore enables 
>greater activation of reactive chlorine that ultimately 
>causes more ozone loss and lower ozone levels," said Dr. 
>Alvin J. Miller of the National Centers for Environmental 
>Prediction (NCEP). 

> 

> This decrease in ozone was observed earlier than usual 
>with the hole opening in mid-August about two weeks before a 
>typical year. This is consistent with expectations, since 
>chlorine levels have slightly increased since the early 
>1990s. 

> 

> As a result of international agreements known as the 
>Montreal Protocol on ozone-depleting substances (and its 
>amendments), chlorine levels from CFCs already have peaked in 
>the lower atmosphere and should peak in the Antarctic 
>stratosphere within a few years. As we move into the next 
>century, chlorine-catalyzed ozone losses resulting from CFCs 
>and other chlorine-containing species will be reduced. 

> 

> "An ozone hole of substantial depth and size is likely 
>to continue to form for the next few years or until the 
>stratospheric chlorine amount drops to its pre-ozone hole 
>values," said Dr. Paul Newman at NASA's Goddard Space Flight 
>Center (GSFC), Greenbelt, MD. "The decrease in chlorine in 
>our atmosphere is analogous to using a small air cleaner to 
>recycle all of the air in a large indoor sports stadium -- it 
>will take a very, very long time." 

> 

> Scientists and others have a keen interest in ozone 
>depletion, given that the increased amounts of ultraviolet 
>radiation that reach the Earth's surface because of ozone 
>loss have the potential to increase the incidence of skin 
>cancer and cataracts in humans, harm some crops, and 
>interfere with marine life. 

> 

> NASA and NOAA instruments have been measuring Antarctic 
>ozone levels since the early 1970s. Since the discovery of 


>the ozone hole in 1985, TOMS and SBUV have been key 
>instruments for monitoring ozone levels over the Earth. 

> 

> Analysis of TOMS and SBUV data have traced in detail the 
>annual development of the Antarctic "ozone hole," a large 
>area of intense ozone depletion that occurs between late 
>August and early October. Analysis of the historical data 
>indicated that the hole has existed since at least 1979. 

> 

> A Dobson unit measures the physical thickness of the 
>ozone layer at the pressure of the Earth's surface. The 
>global average ozone layer thickness is 300 Dobson units, 
>which equals three millimeters or 1/8th of an inch, and while 
>not uniform, averages the thickness of two stacked pennies. 
>In contrast during these annual occurrences, the ozone layer 
>thickness in the ozone hole is about 100 Dobson units (1/25th 
>of an inch or 1 millimeter thick), approximately the 
>thickness of a single dime. 

> 

> Ozone shields life on Earth from the harmful effects of 
>the Sun's ultraviolet radiation. The ozone molecule is made 
>up of three atoms of oxygen; ozone comprises a thin layer of 
>the atmosphere which absorbs harmful ultraviolet radiation 
>from the Sun. Most atmospheric ozone is found in a thin 
>layer between 6-18 miles up.

Comparing the the voltage monitor with the LM3914 published in the 
latest SPRAT (#96) and my own circuit, I noticed 10 kOhm resistor over 
the LED to pin 1 of the IC. 


I added the resistor to bleed off the leakage current into pin 1 
(measured at 0,13 mA) which makes the LED in question light up a little 
no matter what. The leakage current I measured is below the rather high 
maximum specified - for the LED output at pin 1 only!!! - in the data 
sheet, so it's not a fault of my IC. 


I thought maybe this is useful to those who build the 6-pack monitor.

I'm having trouble reading your response. I don't know if it is typos or 
mapi translation problems.

Like many "control" functions, this is dead easy with any 
microcontroller - besides, it's fun to play with PICs, 
68HC705s, Basic Stamps, and similar toys. Many micro- 
controller fans use PIC 16C84 and 16F84, because they're 
cheap, and ridiculously easy to program. They also have 
EEPROM program memory, which is handy... :-) 


You don't even need an audio oscillator - toggling an I/0 
pin between 0 and 1 at an audio rate will make suitably 
nasty noises, or you can use two or three I/O pins and a 
D-A converter (a couple of resistors will do...) and make 
nicer sounds.

2. Use my standard ferrite ring toroidal decoupler from the 
power supply to the PIXIE... don't forget to use SHIELDED 
POWER CABLES... it's always a good idea with any RF

3. Take a look at the power supply you are using, if it does not 
have capacitors in pararell with the diodes, add .01 
disk ceramics across each diode... This may be next to 


impossible with a potted bridge rectifier... Once I REMOVED 
the encapsulated bridge rectifier, replaced it with 4 diodes 
with the .01 disk ceramics in pararell... and the HUM went 
dowm many dB's ...
